Ottawa, Nov. 30.—The returns for tho 
federal elections have all been received 
by the clerk of the Crown in Chancery 
for Ontario, with the exception of three 
or four constituencies which will slightly 
increase the Conservative returns. What 
bare beeu received shows a tot^ vote 
oust of nearly 400,000. Of these the 
Conservative* get 200,190; Liberals, 
197,089; ami Independents, 2,653. In the 
Independent Hat is Mr. Rats, of Middle¬ 
sex, who got «. vote of 1,894 and was 
elected. The Con serv a rives have got 
about ten more meml>er& iu. Ontario than 
the Liberals. 

When all the Federal election returns 
have been received from the province of 
Quebec, the majority of the Liberals will 
be close on 40,000 in that province. Re¬ 
turns no far received give over 35,000. 
In Nova Scotia the Liberal majority over 
the Conservatives Is over 8,000, and New 
Brunswick will be between 2,000 and 
3,000. The majorities for the govern¬ 
ment in the province* west of Lake 
Superior will be. large, so that, when all 
the returns are in, Sir Wilfrid Lnuricr 
will have a majority of the total vote 
cast of somewhere about 00,000. The 
Conservetivies will have a majority iti 
two provinces. In Ontario they will have 
a little over 3,000 over the Liberals, and 
of between one and two thousand over 
the Liberals and Independents. From 
Prince Edward Inland all the returns 
have been received, and the Conserva- 
tlto* hare a majority of 545. The total 
vote in ■die Island was 29,427.

Twenty-Five Recruits Dead and Many 
Wounded dk Result of Riot 
at Odessa.

London. Nov. 29.—Dispatches from 
Odessa report that a serious mutiny oc¬ 
curred yesterday af the marine barracks, 
in the course of which twentydlve re¬ 
cruits were killed aud a large number of 
others wounded. The riot was only one 
in a long chain of KimUnr occurrences 
which began early last week and prompt¬ 
er! the authorities to surround the build¬ 
ings with a strong cordon of loyal sol¬ 
diers. 

Rumors that a ucw outbreak was con¬ 
templated reached the authorities early 
in tin* day. but at that time everything 
seemed quiet and the reports were not 
credited. In the afternoon a strong body 
of recruits left one of the barracks, and, 
marching the length of the entire row, 
sang incendiary songs and shouted to 
their comrades to quit their posta aud 
parade the street* 

In a minute every room wna in an up¬ 
roar. Some of flie cooler heads tried to 
restrain the others, but the younger 
men crowded to the doors and flocked to 
the Hinging and yelling band. 

Almost simultaneously the guards gave 
the alarm and charged the rioters. Very 
few of the latter ware armed, having left’ 
their rooms without preparation. 

The effect of the charge was instan¬ 
taneous. The mutineers huddled together, 
and. led by the few armed men, tried to 
come within grappling reach of fhe ‘Sol¬ 
diers. This movement was met with a 
volley, which stretched a number of the 
rioters on the ground. 

The scone* which then followed were 
awful. Small groups 6f the recruit# at¬ 
tempted resistance and rushed to de- 
sfruction. Others ran wildly nb<\nt. hop¬ 
ing to escape the flying bullet* In lens 
than fifteen minutes the mutiny was 
over. Twenty-five of its participants 
lind been killed and the number of 
[ wounded Is estimated nt fully 100.

Albany. N. Y.. Nov. 29.—By n decision 
t'o-day iu the action of The People (appel¬ 
lant) vs. Comptroller Gront. of New 
York, tho Court of Appeals declared un¬ 
constitutional chapter 413 of the laws of 
1897 (the labor law), which prohibits a 
contractor from employing hia men more 
than eight* hours a day on city, county or 
state work. 

Since its enactment in 1897 this 
statute has been continually before the 
court. Other phases have been passed 
upon, hut this is the first time that fhe 
Court of Appeals has expressed its view# 
flatly on the eight-hour provision. 

Tne action was brought by Harry Cos- 
spy to compel payment by the city of 
New York of $28,213 for six scow* 
mnnufaot'ured for the street cleaning de¬ 
partment. Payment was refused on the 
ground that he had violated the terms of 
his contract In employing his men over 
eight hours a dnv. Oosspy did not deny 
this, but claimed that the law was un¬ 
constitutional.

MUTINY ON CAITIINESS-SHIRE. 

The British ship Cnithness-shire, which 
has visited this port on a number of oc¬ 
casions, has recently had trouble aboard. 
Mrs. Hill, the wife of the captain, has > 
brought news to 8 an Francisco that the 
▼easel while on a voyage front Antwerp 
to Manzanillo not only escaped being 
seized by mutineers, but had a close call 
from being wrecked on the Mexican, 
coast. 

The crew rebelled while the vessel was 
in the grasp of % a hurricane. They re¬ 
fused to do the officers’ bidding, and 
seemed oblivious to th»> danger that 
threatened a!) on hoard. The wind was 
blowing with frightful velocity, and the 
officers of the vessel expected to see the 
musts tom ont wwy'Btomdl t. The re¬ 
peated orders to shorten sail were not in 
th© least responded to. 

Capt. Hill, driven t'o desperation, drew 
his revolver and commanded the men to 
do his bidding. They f iltered for a 
moment, and then set about to combat 
the gale. Mrs. Hill, realizing the un¬ 
happy condition of affairs on bonTd. 
-spoke kindly to the xueu. and was so in¬ 
fluential that the rest of the trip was free 
Of trouble. 

While trying to get Into the port of 
Manzanillo the Caithness-shire was only 
a few yards from striking the rocks. She 
had drifted shoreward, and. after putting 
out four anchors, her progress was ar¬ 
rested. For days she remained in close 
proximity to the shore, and finally a 
small Mexican steamer hapj>ened along, 
and for $50 towed the big vessel from her 
dangerous position into the harbor.

According to the report of the superin¬ 
tendent of education just issued th© total 
enrolment iu the High, Graded aud Com¬ 
mon schools was 25,787, tin increase of 
IY1328. CM* this number 13,330 were boys 
and 12,457 girls. The grand total days’ 
-Attendant— made by all the pupils en¬ 
rolled was 3.484,327, an Increarfe of 108,- 
000. The grand total daily Attendance 
was 3,400.220, an increase of 186.245. 
The average actual doily attendance wis 
17,000, an increase of 703. 

High schools were maintained at 
Chilliwack, Cumberland, Graud Forks, 
Nanaimo, Nelson, New Westminster, 
Rosshind, Vernon. Victoria and Van¬ 
couver, and since the close of the school 
year two more have been established, at 
Kamloops and Revelstoke, respectively. 
The enrolment of High schools was 381 
boys and IKK) girls. The great preponder¬ 
ance of girls is accounted for by the fact 
that these schools are lnrgely preparatory 
schools for teachers, and the percentage 
of women engaged in the public schools is 
Increasing every year. 

The report says that domestic science, 
Which was introduced in tho Victoria 
schools, has proven popular among 
parents ami pupils alike. Ten classes of 
20 girls from the High school and senior 
elementary school receive a lesson once a 
week. 

The superintendent of education an¬ 
nounces that the question of rearranging 
the dates for the opening aud closing of 
fhe schools in connection with the sum¬ 
mer holidays is under consideration, ami 
an announcement will likely be made be¬ 
fore the close of the present school ycaT. 
He also says he sees no reason to change 
th© opinion expressed three years ago 
that the titu© lias not yet arrived for the 
establishment of a provincial universit'y. 
Tho establishment of such a university 
would no doubt tend to foster a stronger 
provincial spirit, but whether at the same 
time it would tend to advance the cans© 
of higher education in the Dominion is
